An  eclipse  of  the  sun  will  take  place  tomorrow, 
but  it  will  not  be  vlalble  on  this  continent.  It  is 
not  far  fiorn  Orenburg,  Ru.s.sia  that  a.stronnmers 
from  different  countries  have  a^isembled,  as  well 
as  In  Japan/where  the  ecllpae  will  also  be  visible- 
One  of  the  best -equipped  of  the  parties  will  be 
the  British  Joint  Permanent  Eclipse  Committee, 
under  the  direction  of  Professor  Frederick  J.  M. 
StraUon  of  Cambridge  University.  Italy,  Ru- 
mania and  the  United  States  will  have  observers, 
and  there  will  be  several  Japanese  parties  in  the 
field. 

This  year  it  is  hoped  to  ado  largely^  to  the 
knowledge  there  alreddy  is  of  the  corona.  Cam- 
eras (jf  different  length  with  color  ttlter.s  will  be 
used,  permitting  photograpl\y  in  light  of  diflerent 
colors  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Mitchell,  director  of  the 
Leaiuiei  McCormick  Observatory  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia,  who  has  seen  the  corona  more 
than  any  living  astronomer,  says  that  although 
photographs  of  the  si>ectrum  of  the  corona  have 
been  obtained  In  full  daylight  by  Lyot  of  France, 
•sucii  plKjtugiaphs  can  only  show  the  brighter 
lines  in  green  and  led.  Mr.  Mitchell  says:  "To  de- 
cipher the  enigma  of  the  mysterious  corona,  bet- 
ter wave-lengths  are  needed,  which  can  come 
only  as  the  result  of  eclipse  work  Wc  now  think 
we  know  that  the  coronal  light  takes  its  origin 
by  the  scattering  of  the  sun's  light  by  electrons."

IN  ATHLETICS 


The  Queen  Mary  is  again  on  the  high  seas  on 
her  way  from  Cherbourg  to  New  York,  and  her 
progrtsa  will  aialn  be  foUowed  in  the  hope  she 
will  attempt  a  record  passage  The  great  publicity 
given  to  her  maiden  voyage  led  people  to  expect 
more  from  her  than  was  ever  Intended  by  her 
owner.s  or  captain.  When  the  Queen  Mary  was  in 
the  building  she  was  described  by  the  Cunard  and 
White  8Ur  authorities  as  being  constructed  to 
ha  "t*"'  smallest  and  .slowest  ship  that  could  form 
one-half  r  weekly  service."  This  statement 
would,  of  course,  hardly  ba-  understood  by  every- 
one. What  was  aimed  at  was  not  to  build  the 
blggeat  and  fastest  ship  afloat,  but  to  provide 
what  was  described  as  "the  moat  economical  com- 
bination of  size  and  speed  which  would  enable 
her  to  fulfill  her  allotted  task." 

The  fact  is,  however,  that  the  Queen  Mary  Is 
the  fasteat  .ship  afloat,  as  will  be  discovered  when 
weather  conditions  enable  her  to  make  the  effort 
to  regain  for  Great  Britain  the  blue  riband  of  the 
Atlantic.  What  Is  more,  she  Is  the  most  com 
fortablc  ship  on  the  seas,  and  this  has  been  em- 
phasized by  the  experience  of  her  passangers. 
On  her  maiden  voyage  she  went  under  restrained 
speed  for  the  first  one-third  of  the  Journey; 
then  she  ran  into  fog.  which  held  her  for  some 
twtiva  iMnirs.  and  yet  she  traveled  from  Bishop's 
Rock  to  Ambrose  Light  in  only  two  hours  and 
three-quarters  over  the  record  time.  Whatever 
the  vassal  has  been  asked  to  do  has  been  done 
with  rnmpletenes.s.  and  she  will  do  what  is  hoped 
for  when  a  record-breaking  voyage  is  Intended. 


Even  with  the  successes  achieved  by  the  United 

States  in  the  Olympic  Games,  there  is  still  not 
much  of  a  disposition  in  Great  Britain  to  spe- 
clallae  In  athletk:  aveiits.  Just  a  few  days  ago 
Jack  Lovelock,  the  worlcJ's  greatest  mller,  engaged 
in  a  three-mile  race.  At  the  recent  meeting  be- 
tween the  Amateur  Athtetie  Assoelatloh  and  Cam- 
bridge University,  one  of  the  representatlve.s  of 
the  latter.  A.  p.  K.  Brown,  won  three  events.  He 
ran  the  100  yards  In  9.7  seconds:  the  quarter- 
I  mile  In  49  1  seconds,  and  the  half  mile  In  1  min- 
ute. 56  seconds.  All  of  these  were  very  creditable 
performances.  Brown  Is  really  a  half-mller.  and 
the  inn  y.irds  he  r.m  was  the  first.  In  serious  com- 
petition. He  won  the  quarter  by  twelve  yards, 
and  could  have  done  better  time  had  he  been 
pressed.  An  athlete  of  this  type  in  the  United 
States  would  have  to  concentrate  on  either 
sprintmg  or  distance  running.  Perhaps,  however, 
he  would  hoffeet  so  much  Joy  or  diversity  out  of 
athleUcs. 


This  i.s  an  age  of  busybodies  who  do  excessive 
worrying  about  wiiat  other  people  are  doing,  and, 
in  consequence,  have  insufflclent  time  to  mind 
their  own  business.  It  still  remains  true  that  the 
more  a  man  accomplishes  the  le.ss  lime  he  has  to 
talk  about  it.  or  to  mix  himself  up  with  th^ 
affairs  of  other  people  who  are  not  the  least  con- 
cerned about  him.  Even  the  man  at  leisure  should 
have  preoccupations  of  his  own,  as  The  Humorist 
points  out  in  quoting  the  care-free  husband  en- 
joying a  holiday  at  the  seaside  and  saying  to  his 
wife:  "Why  should  you  ^nd  I  worry  about  what 
Hitler's  doing.  He  Isn't  worrying  about  what  we're 
doing!"

Some  have  read,  others  are  reading,  and  as  a  | 
result  many  have  been  advised  to  read  a  new 
book,  published  thU  year,  entitled  The  Fool 
Hath  Said."  It  is  by  the  author  df  "Cry  Havoc," ' 
which  win  be  remembered  as  an  attack  upon  war. 
The  later  book  falls  Into  two  parU.  The  main 
purpose  of  the  first  part  Is  to  Induce  the  reader 
to  Join  in  an  earnest  treasure -hunt  for  religious 
Faith.  The  second  part  deals  with  Sex,  Money 
and  War--characterized  by  the  author  as  among 
the  world's  greatest  problems— and  he  .sets  out  to 
Ond  a  solution  for  these  problems  by  the  applica- 
tion of  Christian  principles. 

'Xumlnous"  and  "inspiring"  are  the  adjectives 
u.sed  In  the  advertising  slip,  with  the  authors 
picture  upon  it,  pasted  on  the  fly-leaf  of  the 
volume,  and  there  la  local  ministerial  authority 
for  the  statement  that  the  book  gives  a  vivid 
account  of  the  living  and  transforming  power  of 
the  Christian  religion  in  the  life  of  modem  youth, 
and  for  the  further  statement  that  intelligent 
qroung  men  especially  ought  to  read  it. 

Ttie  subataaee  of  a  book  of  this  character  can- 
not, of  course,  be  adequately  set  out  within  the 
limits  of  a  brief  article,  but  it  may  be  worth  while 
to  call  attention  to  one  significant  feature.  This 
feature  i.s  the  atithor  s  account  of  the  right  and 
proper  attitude  ol  Christians — and  inclusively  of 
the  Church— towards  economic  questions.  If  the 
judgment  of  Mr  Bcvrrley  Nichols  and  his  friends 
of  the  Oxford  Groups  regarding  these  matters 
can  be  trusted,  almost  any  economic  system  will 
work  If  the  men  who  work  it  are  genuinely  fMled 
with  the  Christian  spirit,  and  almost  any  eco- 
nomic system  will  fall  If  those  who  work  It  are 
not  genuinely  Christian  in  spirit  and  conduct 
That  is  why  he  and  his  friends  do  not  attack 
capiUlism.  *Thers  Is  nothhig  In  capitalism  to 
attack— you  might  as  well  •attack'  the  multipli- 
cation table.  The  abuses  of  capitalism  are  not  to 
be  found  in  the  system,  but  In  the  hear^  of  men. 
It  Is  the  men  you  must  change,  not  the  system." 
In  short,  the  author  holds  that  "life  Changers," 
to  use  the  term  employed  by  themsehrcs,  are  ""not 
Interested  in  economics,  as  sucli  " 

Nevertheless,  Mr.  Nichols  decided  to  write  a 
chapter  on  Money.  He  dealt  insistently  upon  the 
•Vll  effects  of  the  War  Debts,  the  maldistribution 
of  gold,  the  displacing  of  human  labor  by  mfi- 
chlnes,  the  destruction  ot  crops  In  some  eountrtea, 
asaia  prodoetloo  and  deficiency  of  purchasing 
power,  unf'hiployment  and  relief  This  criticism 
of  present-day  conditions  is  an  old  story,  a  many- 
ttmaa  toM  tale.  Mr.  Nklioli  retells  it  very  well, 
and  he  hisLsti  with  great  earnestness  that  the 
way  to  change  all  that  is  to  change  the  hearts  of 
man  tnm  a  eendttlon  of  unbelief,  of  praetteal 
paganism,  to  genuine  Chrl.stlanlty  He  speaks 
approvingly  of  the  idea,  sometimes  put  forward,
